Complaints on 
conditions in 


Old Acre

ACRE. — Sixteen Arab community 
leaders have petitioned the Knesset 
Speaker to appoint a committee to 
inquire inte conditions in the Oid 
City here. 

They complain of overcrowing, of 
femilies cont to live in un- 
safe housing, defective sewage, 
filth, poor drainage, a shortage of 
classrooms ard the need for second 
shifts, lack of spice for public gar- 
dens and playgrounds, children 
playing in ruins and getting injured, 
and even of fatal accidents, the 
lack of clubs and funds for cultural 
activities, a disproportionately small 
number of civil service jobs for 
the Arabs. 

The unsanitary conditions were 
causing diseases among children, 
even typhoid fever, they claimed. 
Sanitation Department head Dr. 
Joseph Mueller said thet in West 
Galilee only one case of typhoid 
had been reported to the Health 
Ministry by doctors: and that had 
occurred in a place near Yehiam. 

The Municipality was stricter on 
sanitation in the Old City than in 
the new one. 'While in the latter 
refuse was ‘collected three times a 
week, it was collected seven times 
in the Old City, including all holi- 
days: -Mobile equipment had istely 
been bought to sweep and wash 
the streets. 

Mayor Israel Doron confirmed 
that housing in the Old City was 
unsatisfactory because 8,000 per- 
sons today occupied the space 3,000 
had occupied in 1949. Villagers had 
maved in, buying up ‘hovels and 
huts and then complaining to the 
Municipality. Only the Government 


could help ease the overcrowding, 
he declared.

Wedding must wait, 
Suspect remains jailed 


TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge 
H. Dvorin yesterday rejected an 
appeal by attorney Nira Lidsky 
against a ruling by Magistrate Me- 
nahem Ilan, who said a suspect in 
8 bank robbery must delay his 
wedding while in remend. 

The suspect is Moshe Sofer, who 
with Yitzhak Payer, both 20, both 
of Pardess Katz, were ordered re- 
manded in custody on Tuesday for 
15 days on suspicion of being part 
of the armed gang which held up 
the Benk Hapoalim in Rehov Herz- 
lye in Ramat Gan a week ago and 
making of in ἃ stolen Hillman car 
with some 115,000. 

Shortly after the daylight rob- 
bery, police found a burat-out Hill- 
man ip a grove near Savyon. There 
were bullet holes in the car. Near 
the car they found bloodstains on 
the ground, as if 2 wounded man 
had Iain there. A shirt and a eweat- 
er were also found néarby (the shirt 
evidently belongs to Payer, the 
sweater to Sofer). ᾽ 

At about the same time, a badly 
injured man in his early 203 was 
found lying close to a Tel 
Aviv hospital He was picked up 
by an ambulance and taken to the 
hospital, where his condition con- 
tinues to be serious. He was evident- 
ly abandoned near the hospital by 
his companions. 

Police, believing that the blood- 
stains near the car indicated that 
one of the hold-up man had been 
injured — in all probability by his 
companions while fighting over a 
division of the money — searched 
the hospitals and found him. 

Meanwhile, two men, Yehoshua 
Asher and David Hai, also of Par- 
dess Katz, were arrested and or- 
dered detained. This was on Sunday. 


Yesterday, Hai was released by 
the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
without bail, after a police inves- 
tigator told the Judge he was 
innocent. 

Tuesday, Sofer and Payer were 
brought before Judge Dan. When 
the police asked for a 15-day re-, 
mand order to continue the inves- 
tigation, Sofer objected, pointing 
out he intended to be married 
shortly and he would have to post- 
pone his wedding. 

Judge Dan noted that “the public 
interest demands that the investiga- 
tion of a bank holdup and an at- 
tempted murder takes precedence 
over your marriage.” He ordered 
him, as well as Payer, detained for 
15 days.

Town planner 


quits over 
lem project

A town planner who had been 
working on the proposed Housing 
Ministry development for the Go- 
vernment House area in Jerusalem 
said yesterday that he had resigned 
from the project two months ago 
because of objections to the plan. 

The revelation follows by a day 
the report that five Housing Mi- 
nistry architects working on the 
plans for the Nebi Samwil area 
have written letters of protest to 
Housing Minister Zeey Sharef and 
Mayor Teddy Kollek objecting to 
the project on professionai grounds. 

Plenner Pierre Bugod told 
The Jerusalem Post that be had 
asked to be relieved from the Go- 
verument House pl team 
after becoming disillusioned over 
the way the project was developing. 
Instead of designing buildings for 
the hilly site, he said, designs were 
being used of buildings originally 
planned for the Tel Aviv area. 
These were totally unsuitable to the 
site he said. ‘There are bulky, un- 
elegant towers with living rooms 
smaller than bedrooms.” 

The five architects who object to 
the Nebi Sawmil plan met yester- 
day for three hours with Mr. Sharef 
and the Director-General, 
Yosef Sharon. According to the Min- 
istry spokesman, the architects cal- 
led for a new master plan study to 
determine whether high-density de- 
velopment is suitable for Nebi Sam~- 
wil. 


Mr. Sharef sharply criticized ‘the 
architects for having sent a letter 
to Mayor Kollek citing their ob- 
jections to the Ministry's plan for 
Nebi Samwil before informing him, 
the Minister, of their views. In a 
letter to Mr. Sharef requesting an 
interview, the spokesman said, the 
architects had written only of a 
work. dispute with Mr. Yebuda 
Drexler, thé chief architect on the 
project. 

The unrest among the ar- 
chitects has come to light prior to 
the Ministry's first public revela- 
tion scheduled for next Monday of 
its plans for Nebi Samwil, Govern- 
ment House and Sharafat. 


CONVICTED 
TO RAPE 


TEL AVIV. — One of the three 
Arab youths accused of raping a 
Εἶδα pollcewoman and beating up 
her boyfriend last August wag con- 
victed of complicity in the crime. 
‘le is 20-year-old Ibrahim Rashid, 
who was found guilty — according 
to his own confession — of being 
an accessory to an act of sodomy 
by force, of attempting to rape and 
commit sodomy on the same girl. 
and of driving without a lcence or 
insurance. 

Rashid is on trial along with 
Samir Awad, 19, and Ali Nahlawi, 
19, before a three-man bench in the 
District Court for the brutal assault 
on ἃ young Hiba girl on the night 
of August 20. He told the court he 
and his friends had taken his father’s 
Buick sedan and gone out drinking. 
He himself reportedly consumed 
three bottle of whisky, 10 uniden- 
tified drug capsules, and a third of 
a finger of opium. The three young 
men picked up a prostitute in Tel 
Aviv and drove out to the exhibi- 
tion ‘gardens. There, Rashid said, 
they found the policewoman and 
her boyfriend sitting in a car in 
the parking lot. He pulled the boy- 
friend out of the car and beat him 
up, then kept watch over him while 
bis two friends jumped into the car 
with the girl 

It ig alleged that Awad and Nab- 
lawi alternated ‘holding the victim 
down and raping her, committing . 
sodomy on her as well. 

Rashid said he was too drunk and 
doped to do anything but what 
Awed told him te do. He added 
that, when Awad came out of the 
car and told him to get in, he saw 
the girl half naked and heard ‘her 
crying but “didn’t know what they 
were doing.”
